Is provided with passes to carry him and his 
party through any Mexican hoes, and rec­ 
ommending him to the good offices of Mexi­ 
can Boidiers and authorities. Accompanying 
the corrsepondent’s party will be John 
Jeffords, Colonel Roes and Colonel Harrison. 
The horses choren have been secured with 
especial nferenco for trail cud mountain 
work. Our deputy says : 
“ From scattering Indians we may le.vra 
scmothinp definite, hut we have bnt little 
faith ia that clsss of news. We don’t expect 
much information until v/o penetrate about 
two huodred miles into Mexico. We may 
work out by tne Mexican raiiroad to the lii.o 
where telegraph facilities may be obtained. 
The fact of Captain Ross and company hay. 
ing been disarmed ami sent beck wr.-.u at­ 
tempting to reach Crook, has much import­ 
ance in determining the course we have 
marked cut, as we might ba turned buck if 
we found ourselves among etraDge Mexicans 
and with no passports.” 
A dispatch to the R ecord-U nion from 
Deming, New Mexico, says that a man from 
Biddle’s come in with confirmation of the 
nev/s that there was not a good foiling among 
Crook’s Apache scouts when he crossed the 
Mexican Uno. Ee says that Captain Craw­ 
ford’s 125 scouts did not want to go with 
Crook because their time of enlistment ex­ 
pired May lltb. Crook insisted on their 
going, and agreed to givo them §1 a day for 
all over-time; but they were not prevailed 
upon until M:ck,y Free, a noted scent of 
Irish aud Mexicin blocd, obtained Crook’s 
promise that the scouts should divide all 
captured property among thennelves. 
THE LATEST NEWS. 
Reports from Mexican villages aiorg the 
Sonera slops of the Siena Madre have con­ 
firmed the intelligence Ih »t the Apaches have 
broken off into tmali parties, and some are 
being driven norlh again. Ia consequence 
the trcops left behind are preparicg for an 
extended campaign, and the belief Í3 ex­ 
pressed that Crook will require ail summer 
to bring tho hostiles to terms. It is not be­ 
lieved on the border that the forces have yet 
turned back, as they still have twenty-five 
days’ rations, aud not more than two weeks 
will be taken for the return march. Crook 
will be forced to return to the line for rations. 
The Indian scouts were enlisted for only sixtv 
dsvs, but it is expected a majority of these 
will re-enlist. Tho military authorities claim 
that there will be no necessity for more than 
a single company of whit3 troops, which is 
now with Crook, to cross ihe line again ; but 
this is a poor conjecture. The first news 
from the mountains will be brought in by 
Indian scouts. The Indians with Crook are 
from the Yuma, Mojave, (J jonto, White 
Mountain ar.d the San Carlos Ojos Apaches.

Besides tbis, he could not accept the nomina­ 
tion without feelings of personal dishonor. 
Judge For.ker was then nominated by ac­ 
clamation. Foraker appeared iater and made 
quite a lengihy speech, pledging his best ef­ 
forts in and outlining tbe importance of tbe 
campaign. The Judge is less than 37 years 
old. He enlisted in the army when he waa 
Hi, and rose to the rank of Ceptain, although 
he had not completed his Iff in year when he 
was mustered out at the close of the rebel­

similar distances in Oregon and Poriland. From 
these you will perceive that the rates from points in 
Oregon to tidewater range from ICO to 200 per cent, 
higher than the rates from points similarly situated 
In California. 
In conclusion, I would saj that, as there has been 
some criticism of the policy of our company, and 
complaints of discrimination because the same ra‘es 
are made from points in Lue Angeles county that 
are charged from points in the San Joaquin valley to 
tide-water, it is no more than fair and proper that I 
6hould call your attention to the fact that the ele­ 
ment of di3:ance is not always a factor to be con­ 
sidered in the endeavor to settle up a new and 
agricultural country, a« we find it in the tariffs of the 
Oregon roads. As an illu-tration, Ain-worth is‘227 
mites interior from Portland, from which point the 
rate is 3- per ton on grain, and the same applies to 
ad the various stations between that and Horse 
Plains, 556 miles from Portland.

THE 
" SCdTT LAW. 


The test iu Ohio of the constitutionality 
of what is known as the “ .Scott Law ” is 
attracting attention throughout the Union. 
The hearing cf the argument is set for to­ 
day. Its principles have been put in issue in 
a political campaign just opening in the 
Buckeye State, A sketch of its features 
will therefore be of interest. 
The first 
section declares that the business of traffick­ 
ing in intoxicating liquors shall be annu­ 
ally assessed, and each person carrying it 
on shall pay to the county, for each place, 
£200 per year, and for malt and vinons 
liquors $100. The assessment by Section 
2 becomes a lien upon the realty where 
the liquor is sold, and no one shall sell 
liquor upon land not owned by him with­ 
out written consent of the owner, under 
penalty of a fine not exceeding $100 nor 
less than $25 for each day, with the alter­ 
nativo of imprisonment. 
Section 3 pro­ 
vides the method of assessing, and for re­ 
fusal to furnish the Assessor with proper 
information, the penalty is an increase of 
the assessment to $375 ; and for selling 
spirituous liquors after reporting intention 
to sell malt liquors, the assessment shall 
be raised to $250. Sections 4 and 5 pre­ 
scribe the Bystem of making up the assess­ 
ment rolls and ci collecting the taxes 
Section C defines w. at “ trafficking ” shall 
mean, and excludes the filling of physi­ 
cians' certificates and sales for mechanical, 
pharmaceutical or sacramental purposes, 
and it does not include the manufacture of 
liquors and the sale by the manufacturer 
in quantities of one gallon or more at one 
time. 
Section 7 directs the segregation 
to funds of the money collected for liquor 
taxes; and Section S provides for giv­ 
ing notice of the first collections and 
of the enforcement of the law. 
Sec­ 
tion 9 prohibits sales except by druggists 
upon prescriptions, on Sunday, and closes 
all saloons on that day, and the bars of 
all hotels and restaurants. The section 
gives also to cities power “ to regulate, re­ 
strain and prohibit ale, beer and porter 
houses and all places of resort for tippling 
and intemperance. 
But if any municipal 
corporation shall prohibit ale, beer and 
porter bouses, a ratable proportion of the 
tax paid by the proprietors thereof for tha 
uncxpired portion of the year shall be re­ 
turned to such proprietors." Section 10 
prohibita the sale of liquor ia minore with­ 
out consent of the parent or guardian, and 
sales to those “ in the habit oí getting in­ 
toxicated,” or who are at the time intoxi­ 
cated, under penalty of a fine cf from $25 
to $100, and imprisonment from five to 
thirty days. 
It will thus be seen that this 
famous law, about which there is so much 
excitement, is by no means a severe meas­ 
ure. 
It simply provides a very ordinary 
tax, one not so high by half as is new laid 
in the form of a license fee in a large 
number of places in the country ; it closes 
dram shop* on Sunday ; gives to cities the 
rig%t to legislate on the snhjoct, and pre­ 
vents sales to minors and drunkards. 
It ia 
by no means the formidable law that has 
been supposed, and why tfce liquor dealers 
of Ohio shonld resent it so strencoualy is 
somewhat pcxr'ing. 
I'robably the clause 
conferring on cities the right to prohibit 
alarms them most. 
Bat ac city can exer­ 
cise this privilege exe pi the people are in 
a strong majority who favor prohibitive 
legislation. The law is to be tested at 
once, and is now ir. Court on these points 
of objection taken by its opponents : 


. reet method of levying an additional tax ; 
j it provides for a tax in the nature of a poll 
tax, which is inhibited by the Constitu* 
ticn of Ohio: lastly, it lays an impost on 
liquors imported into the State in original 
packages, which is forbidden by the I ed- 
eral Constitution. The entire cmntry.will 
look for the outcome of the contest in 
Court with eagerness, especially since the 
matter has entered the political realm.

TERSE. 


In the Sacramento valley there has now 
been a brief period of extreme heat, ac­ 
companied by a strong, desiccating north 
wind. 
But the maximum temperature in 
■Sacramento on the 5th w as but 90 9 ,while 
in San Francisco, with all its bay and 
ocean breezes, it was 95”. In a hnmid at- 
mosphcre 95' is equal to 105° in the dry 
atmosphere of Sacramento. 
At San Fran­ 
cisco the people suffer more with heat when 
the thermometer is SO' than Sacrameutana 
do with the mercury np to 95°, because a 
moist atmosphere when heated is, as all 
know, so very much more oppressive than 
a dry one. The San Francisco Call says 
that the 5th inst. there was the warmest 
day except two since 1849. The people 
certainly must suffer greatly with heat 
when a San 
Francisco paper can be 
brought to mention that it ia a hot day. 
The Bay papers, aé a rule, find cut all 
about the heat of the valley sections, and 
a good deal mere of it than valley residents 
do, but are loth to give to the public any 
account of the temperature of their own 
city. 
Sacramento, wfciqij the ordinary 
coast resident takes particular delight in 
pointing out as so oppressively warm, has 
in truth suffered a great deal of misrepre­ 
sentation on that score, as the Signal Ser­ 
vice thermometrical register shows. 
Take 
the 5th inst. as a sample day, when the 
heat here gave a register of less than 91", 
while at Napa it was 100’, SantaUrnz 100’, 
Alameda 10ti’, Oakland 100’, Salinas 101°, 
San Jose from 90’ to 108’, Marysville 97’, 
Sonoma 103°, Santa ItoBa 102’, San Fran­ 
cisco 91’ to 95°. 
Of course these are exceptional records, 
but so is extreme heat here, thongh there 
is a higher general temperature in summer 
in the Sacramento valley than on the 
coast. 
But the mean temperature at this 
city for the summer months is by no means 
high, and speaks in the most positive 
terms of the equability, of this climate. 
The 
highest 
mean 
temperature 
for 
June between 1853 and 1682, inclusive, 
was 77 (1853); the highest for July was 
80(1854); August, 70 (1800). The mean 
temperature for J une for the twenty-nine 
years has been 70.8 ; July, 73 3 ; August, 
71.0, and the mean for the whole period 
71 8. The highest mean temperature of 
summer months was that of 1805, when it 
was recorded as 74. S. 
In 1877, on the 
12th of July, the thermometer in Sacra­ 
mento for a short time registered 103, and 
was 95 for two days in August and 98 on 
one day in September. 
It touched 91 in 
May, 1878, once; 99 June 20th: 98 Jane 
27th, reaching 100.5 August 12:h. 
In 
1879 it was 91 on the 31st of May, 100 on 
the 2d of June and the 31st of July, and 
103 on the 1st of August. 
Iu 18S0 the 
highest thermometer was on the 4th and 
5th of September, when 92 was registered. 
In 1881, on the 231 of J uly, it toached 9S, 
and on the 14th of September 90.1. 
Iu 
1SS2 it reached 99.8 August 10th. 
These 
were the exceptionally warm days, all snc- 
ceoded by cool nights. 
It will be profita­ 
ble to note that in these years the mean 
temperature for the rammer was not high, 
for in 1877 it was but 73.5 ; 187S, 72 9; 
1879, 72.9; 18S0, 09.1; 1881, 0S.5 ; 1882, 
71.1. 
It will thus be seen that Sacra­ 
mento and its vicinity has a record as to 
temperatura in which it nuy take a rea­ 
sonable degree of pride, and that it is by 
no means one of such heat as is popularly 
supposed.

The Question of the Jurisdiction of the 
Commission Submitted and Taken 
Under Advisement. 


In tbe phenomenal proceeding now going 
on at the Capitol, where the Governor, 
aided by the counsels of a Judge, is en­ 
deavoring to ascertain whether he has a 
right to proceed with an inquiry into the 
conduct of certain officials, a point has been 
raised, which on the 221 of May we sug­ 
gested as one of the chief questions in the 
matter. 
The Constitution provides that 
“ the Governor shall have power to remove 
either of the Directors (of the State PrisoD) 
for misdemeanor, incompetencv or neglect 
of duty, after an opportunity to be heard 
upon written charges.” It occurred to ns 
then that it was a very interesting ques­ 
tion to determine whether this constitu­ 
tional provision is self-executing. Having 
declared that a hearing shall be had, that 
written charges shall be preferred, it is at 
once suggested to the mind that the method 
of procedure for the ascertainment of the 
facts was not provided for, and that legis­ 
lation might be necessary to establish the 
method before the clause could be made 
effective. There is uo disposition to crit­ 
icise tha case pending tfce argument of the 
various objections taken to tha Governor’s 
tribunal, bat the point raised is one to 
whioh particular attention shonld be given, 
and as it is of considerable public interest, 
it may therefore very properly engage 
public consideration. 
It is by no means 
one-sided, and is capable of dividing of 
creditable authorities.

Tne following is

SPEECH OF BOS. W. H. SEARS. 
Mr. S'ars—If the Court plea-e : Daring: the argu­ 
ment yesterday, counsel for the people' replies to 
some rcTr.ark by Judge Darwin in retard I » there 
being ftice political complexion oonuuectci with 
this proceeding. 
I C o ire to say one word, and 
would cot meiition it were it not that it calls for a 
reply, because the matter is entirely outside of the 
record of the case. I think cocnsri for the people 
said that tbli Court could do nothing worte than 
what was embodied iu tbe report of the s-p.*eial 
Commission appointed by Governor Perkin*, and 
that in tbe Directo y the minority of tbe j'cople 
were not represented. 
Inow, v, heu the proper time 
comes in the proceeding in this case to introauce 
our testimony, we may show to the satisfaction of 
this Court, and of counsel on the other side, that 
the Executive of tbe State did take the necessary 
bteps to have the minority represented. 
It is our 
desire to keep, in the argument as well as in the 
whole conduct of the ca», strictly within its record, 
for w hen a per* n travels outside of the record it is 
a1 most a sure 6i*n that he has got uo argument 
within the record. 
Counsel upon the other side, representing the 
people, dwelt at length upon tbe question of in­ 
competency. 
While he admitted that u.competency 
is not cbargtd in ihis proceeding, ana is not a part 
of the record, yet to show that Ihe Superior Cjurt3 
had no jurisdiction over the question of incom­ 
petence, bo referred to that to show* that this 
Court had original jurisdiction iu this case 
NoW, 
there liave been mauy cxEe3 in our Courts, where 
the question of iccompeteney of the officeholder has 
been determined and adjudicate!. Theie are mauy 
officers that require certain qualifications to make 
them 
competent 
to 
fill 
an 
office. 
For 
instance, 
a " Superior 
Judge ; 
the 
Con­ 
stitution 
requires 
that he shall 
have 
been 
admitted to practice iu the Supreme Court cf the 
»*¿tate. 
Now euppose the people had elected a Su­ 
perior Jud-^e who had nut been adtmtted to the Su 
preme Court cf tbe itato, d-x:S counsel contend 
that a writ oi quo icctrranto would n t lie to tebt 
the cimpeLenuy of that Superior Judge? Most as­ 
sured'v it would. Tuere kre other officers that re­ 
quire certain qualificat ons. Take the Harbor Com- 
mi&aioner«j. Ihe law requires that they shall not be 
interested in any vessris amoug other thing?, iu or- 
dtr to render them competent to fill the office. 
In 
the fourteenth Calitoruia, in the case of the ap­ 
pointment of a pilot, that question is there de­ 
termined. 
D is the case of Palmer against Wood­ 
bury. 
It is a case where, ia order for a person to be 
competent to fill the position of a pilot, that he 
should be a citizen of tne United States ; that he 
should be 21 ye its old, and that he has served on 
board of a pilot boat for a term of two years m the 
harbor of San Francisco. The Pilot Commissioners 
apj>oiuted a man as pilot who had not served that 
length of time, and therefore he wTas incompetent, 
and an action was brought in the District Court to 
remove him from office, upon the ground of his not 
having served two year»?as required by ¡aw. In that 
case the Court say (I read from the sylkbus) : 
“ No appointing power m this State can det.r- 
mine conclusively upou the capacity cf the ap­ 
pointee to hold office. That question may be 
examined in the Courts.” 
The ground of this decision is that Woodbury wa9 
ineligible to this place because he had not served 
for two years on board a pilot boat. On the trial in 
the District Court, the Court dismissed the com­ 
plaint upon the ground that the facts, if proven, 
would not eutitle the plaintiff to recover, and tbe 
Supreme Court reversed that decision. 
So in this case. If the Governor of the State had 
appointed a man Prison Director who was not a 
citizen when the law requires him to be a citizen, it 
would be incompeteney, and an action would lie to 
remove him on that ground. The definition of in- 
compeuncy in Abboti’s Law Dictionary says: “ Not 
able, not competent. 
Can't act with legal efficacy.” 
Webster says : 
“ No legal fitness nor competency.” 
Couusel yesterday dwelt upon the theory that in­ 
competency refers ouly to mental incompe:ency. 
He referred to lunacy; lunacy seemed to be running 
in bis mind. 
We are not -urprised at that from 
the position he has taken in this case. 
But there 
are various other dicqualilications. 
It means a 
legal disqualification more than mental. 
While 
there may he legal and moral and mental iucom- 
petency, and perhapj physical incompetency, we 
claim that any one of torse offenses, if such they 
may be called, could be tried anddetcraihibd by one 
of the Superior Courts of the State*. 
Now, in regard to the distrihuCon < f powers 
Judge Darwin has gone over this question very 
thoroughly. 
He h3s almost exhau >ced the argu­ 
ment iu relation to that, but counsel 01 the it her 
aide, dwelt specially on Article 111., Section I, which 
reads : 
“ The powers of the Government of tbe State of 
California shall be divided into three fiepr.rale de­ 
partments—the legislative, executive and judicial; 
and no pereons charged with the exercise of powers 
properly belonging to one cf thete departments 
shall exercise any functions appertaining to either 
of the others, except as in the Constitution express­ 
ly directed or permitted.” 
Counsel for the people claim that this is the only 
except on, that found in Section 10 of the Constitu­ 
tion. The old Constitution had precisely the same 
language that the new one has. 
It is nut changed 
in a letter. 
And what did it mean in ihe old Con­ 
stitution f Why, it referred most assuredly to the 
Court of impeachment, the Senate of the State. 
That w a3 the exception, and they added nothing 
farther. 
“ Properly belonging to one of these ilepart- 
masts.” Now docs not the exuinination of this vise 
properly belong to the judicial dcpartiLeut V What 
authority has this Court to exercise ihe various 
powers under our Codes to give protection to the 
Prison Directors in this case ? 
^ou have to Euh- 
peni witnesses from afar. 
What power has this 
Court to compel a witness to altead here from a 
distance - beyond the thirty-mile boundary? Sup­ 
pose they refuse to come. Can this Cuurfc commit a 
witness? Most assured y not. Can this Court irsue 
an order for a Comara-rioa to take the depositions 
of those witnesses ? 1 have my doubts about that. 
Aiul unic-H this Court as organized can exercise and 
call to its aid the necessary provieions of the Codes 
of this State which throw protection around the 
citizen and give him what, under the laws, may be 
required for his protection, then this Court is not 
competent to hear and c t iermine this cise. I don’t 
think that the counsel f* r the )>;op!e will claim that 
this Court can exercise those functions under our 
Codes, that it cm exercise all the func.ions of a 
Court, because there is no machinery provided for 
such exercise. 
Article IV., Section 7, cf tho Constitution says: 
“ Each house shall chose its officers, and judge cf 
the qualifications and returns • i its members." 
Iu 1880, speaking of this question of competency, 
the people of the district c^mp.sed of San Mateo 
county and a portion of San Francisco elected .Mr. 
Desty a Senator to the Senate of this State. 
His 
cisc was examined into by the Senate, sitting with 
judicial ¡lowers. 
It w is fihown eonciUahely that he 
was not a citiz?u of the United states, that he was 
wholly incompetent to fill that position, a?,d there­ 
fore he was removed from office. That is a Court 
provided for in the Constitution. 
There is another question that ccmt9 to my mind 
in the discussion of this case, and it Í9 this: That 
this Cour\ as organized, is called upon to pas? upon 
tbe eonstitutiouadty of that section of our Consti­ 
tution. 
You are called upon to coDstrac our Con­ 
stitution, a duty and prerogative which certainly 
belongs exclusively to our Courts, according to our 
republican government. You are called upon to 
decide whether or lo you have got the e in stitu ­ 
tional juri«dic*ion in this case, and you must deter­ 
mine that by pa$3ingm)on Article X of the Constitu­ 
tion. 
We have tm -i every way in cur power to 
bring this case into the Courts. 
We have made the 
offer to counsel for the people that if they vron d 
transfer this action into auy Superior Court in the 
State, we care Dot wbi:h one it might be, we would 
waive any question of jurisdiction, we would waive 
any question o! service or time, in o-dcr that this 
might be adjud catei in a Court of justice iu the 
Stat-i upon it3 merits.

“ iho Legislative, Executive and Jadieial shail 
be separate and dietinct, so that neither shab ex- r 
ciae the powers properly belc. ging to cither of the 
other?; nor shall any parson exercise the powers of 
more than one of them at the same time." 
Tms Constitution of Virginia was amended and 
re-adopted in 1S3Ú, and in that convention Chief 
Justice Marshall was a member, and this origiual 
provision was allowed to BUnd unchanged. There­ 
fore I claim tnat this is a fundamental principle of 
this Government, and of the - tales, that the depart­ 
ments are divided into judicial, executive and legis­ 
lative, and that neither can encroach upon the juris­ 
diction or funciiono of the other. 1 he Constitution 
itself, after giving the distribution of powers, 
then 
goes to wo.k an l divides 
the 
depart­ 
ments, 
and 
gives 
tbem 
their 
jurisdiction. 
It fays what the jurisdiction of the judicial depart­ 
ment shall be, and define* the Courts. 
It gays also 
in Article V , Section 1, what the powera of the 
Executive are.

here, he has been called “ His Excellency.” That 
has grated harshly upon my feelings.

And to sub­ 
stantiate that doctrine we have only to r. ad Section 
5, which says that the Legidature shal'. pass such 
taxes as m ay br necessary to carry into effect the 
provisions o f this article ; aud the Legislature, in 
the exercise of its will under this Constitution, and 
since it was adopted, have enacted Section 772 of 
our Penal Code, under which these Directors can 
be tried and removed from office for these offenses. 
We claim also that under the Fourteenth Amend­ 
ment of the United States we are denied tho equal 
protection of the law in this proceeding.

*• Xo State shall make or enforce an}’ law which 
shall abridge the privileges or immunities of citi­ 
zens of the United States ; nor shall any State de­ 
prive any person of life, liberty or property, with­ 
out due process of law, nor deny to any pers-m 
within its jurisdiction the equal protection o f the 
taxes” 
if this Court has not tbe power to throw around 
these Prison Directors all of the protection woich 
the codes of this State give to them, to wit, the 
right of trial by jury, the right to be confronted 
with their witnesses, the right ta compel witnesses 
to testify, and all those other functions of a Court, 
then I say that this Court in trying and determining 
this ease is denying to these citizens the equal pro­ 
tection o f the laic, Mid that this State, by its Consti­ 
tutional Convention could not pass x law iu conflict 
w ith this fourteen'.h amendment. 
If it has, it is 
void. 
What is a misdemeanor ? Section 17C of the Penal 
Code reads thus : “ Every willful omission to per­ 
form any duly enjoined by law upou auy public of­ 
ficer, or”per9ou holding auy public trust or employ­ 
ment, wnere no ppccial prov.sion shall have bccu 
made for the punishment of such deiiuquency, is 
punishable a¿ a mitdetaeanor.” 
These Directors are charged here with an omissiou 
to perform an official cuty. 
Tim?, under the Penal 
Code, is a misdemeanor, and a misdemeanor is a 
cr.iu'j. 
Counsel for the pjople, in his argument, 
admitted that, if ihiswas a crimina! procoeding the 
Governor would huve no jurisdiction. 
Mr. Flournoy—No si:; l didn’t make any euch ad- 
niisfaiou. 
There are no crimes charged in thisc >m- 
plaint. 
The Governor can’t put a man in San 
Quentin. Some other Court will have to attend to 
mat. 
Mr. Sears—Now the first specification reads as 
follows: “ The report of said Directors to the late 
Governor George C. rerkiua exhibits in the tabu­ 
lated statement oí tbe C¿erk at San (¿uentiu an ex­ 
penditure fur the fiscal year euding June i>0, 1S81, 
on account • f prison improvements and general ex­ 
pense, of $SS,123 85, which statement was and is 
fa'ee and iraudulent, in that no such sum was ever 
expended as therein stated, and the fact that such 
statement was false ami fiaudulent could easily have 
been ascertained by said Director!#, ami is hereby 
charged to fcave been known to them." 


The same language exists in our Constitution 
as applies to the P.isou Directors. 
They may be 
removed m such manner as the Legislature may 
provide. 
1 cite your Honors to 3r Cal., People vs. Pruvints: 
*'The departments, therefore, of which it spouke, 
and in respect to which it pruvides that no person 
employed in one shall be employed m cither of tne 
other two, are the departments of the ttate Govern­ 
ment, as expressly defined and limited in the Con­ 
stitution ; aud its meaning is that no member of 
the legislative department, as there defined, shall at 
the Same time be a number of tne executive or ju­ 
dicial departments, aa there defined, and vice vcisa. 
Í hat is t-» say, uo judicial officer shall be Governor, 
Litutenaufc Governor, Secretary of State, Controller, 
Treasurer, Attorney-General or Surveyor General, 
ail of whom, and none others, in the sense of the

King actually presided iu Aula Regis— the rude 
C jurt of the times—and, iu pers.n, d clared the 
law a? well as executed it. This Füfi:ie88Íon of the 
power to both dec! ire and execute the law, by the 
same department of the Government, Jed to friqueut 
abuses, with which the framsra of the American 
Constitution were familiar, and agdnst which they 
therefore sought to provide a safeguard by senaral- 
iog the judicial from the executive and legislative 
p.. .ver8, so far as it cou d be done vyithout stripping 
either of toe latter of such judicial powtrs a» arc 
iudL-pensab’.e to the prop' r and efficient working of 
their own more appropri ;te functions. 
Hence the 
rule that there should t e one de¡«.rtment to make 
the law, one to declare the law, and another to exe­ 
cute the law; and to secure, so far hs possible, all the 
advantagcH of such a rale, the further rule that each 
department should be comjxiBea of different per­ 
sona, or—which amounts to the same thing—tr.at

I wish to refer you also to ths Debates in Con- 
grees in the case of Jonathan Robbins, where he 
was surrendered under the extradition treaty to the 
British Government. Tbe argument made by Chief 
Justice Marshall on that cceoaion h*s been 'vonstitu- 
tional authority from that day to thi?.

precedent? Marna Charts was wrung from that 
me ralees despot bv an outraged and oppressed peo­ 
ple in 121». 
Will th- Executive of this free people 
follow counsel iu his giddy flight backward into the 
dark, despotic ages of over six hundred years to find 
a precedent for this unheard of proceeding ? 
If so, 
I fear it will be considered a usurpation of power 
unwarranted by a«y theory or cus*om of republican 
government. 
A division of departments into three 
co-ordinate branches of government, independent of 
each other, wav the fundamental principie which 
controlled the Fathers. They engrafted it into all 
of the Constitutions, 
and 
ho 
who attempts 
to disturb it violate! the 
traditions of the 
nation, and strikes a blow at 
civil liberty. 
The heroe?, statesmen and jurists who organized 
and established tbis republic wore unbelievers in 
the “ diviue right of kings." They abhorred des­ 
potic power, but cherished personal liberty, and ele­ 
vated the rights of man, and around thoee rights 
they placed tbese safeguards by a division of pow­ 
ers. Suppose our Constitution had said, •* The Gov­ 
ernor éhall have the power to execute a murderer 
after an opportunity to be heard upon written 
charges.** Would the counsel for tfce people claim 
th it the Executive could try him : that the Gov­ 
ernor could sit as a Court and pass seiiU-rce and 
then execute it? If power can be given toth-i Ex­ 
ecutive to try and Uetermiae by judicial process nny 
person ior the crime of “ misconduct in office," he 
may do to for a greater crime. Tho degree of 
the crime cannot affect the question of jurisdiction. 
Th? more we resolve this question in our mind, 
the more monstrous it seems. 
We shall wait with 
deep anxiety the decision of the Executive in this 
case, and hope that he will conform tJ the estab- 
lifchcd rules d American jurisprude ce; ripened 
with age, given to ns by Marshal1, Story and other 
eminent juritfc?, which is embellished by their pure 
thought, and made inflexible by their learning aud 
wisdom, around wlrch there clusters a hallowed 
reverence in the heart of every American citizeu, 
and which is the admiration of tbe people of other 
countries. 
At the conclusión of Mr. Sears’ argument. Col­ 
onel Flournoy replied by stating that counsel had 
simply argue 1 that the Legislature in enacting Sec­ 
tion 772 of the Penal Code, had taken from the 
Governor the power to perform a constitutional 
duty. 
He read a Texas decision referrtd to by Mr. 
Seaff, in which it wan laid down that no powsr 
could deprive an official of a constitutional dutv, 
and in tbe absence of a law to guide him the said 
official had a right to exercise his own discretion. 
It waa absurd to talk about carrying this matter 
iuto ihe Superior Court. 
The idea that a Court 
could be asked to take testimony without the power 
to enter a Judgment, degree or order, was absurd. 
He couid talk about the point made a long whi e, 
but there was nothing whatever in it. 
A. L Hart closed the argument for the defense. 
Ee said the interpretation placed uoon tbis consti­ 
tutional provision by counsel for the people was to 
confer on the Governor the power to pre'er charges 
against the Prison Directors, to trjf and determine 
the charges, and then to execute tht-m. 
This was 
blending the legislative, judicial and executive 
powers. All the traditions of the party to which 
Fiournoy belonged, he said, wereoppoeed to such a 
construction. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Hart's argument, the 
Commission took a reces3 until 10 a. m. to-day, inti­ 
mating that at that hour a written decision on the 
domurrer would be filed.

the owner? of real estate and 
of the 
buildings thereon ; it licenses the liquor 
traffic, whereas the State Constitution for­ 
bids a licente system ; it fc&§ not a uniform 
operation ; that liquor as property is al­ 
ready taxed, and tbe Scott law ia an indi­ 
rect method of levying an additional tax ; 
it provides for a tax in tbe nature of & poll 
tax, which is inhibited by the Constitu­ 
tion of O hio; lastly, it lays an impost on 
liquors imported into the State in original 
packages, which ia forbidden by the t ed- 
eral Constitution. 
The entire coxmfcry.wiil 
look for the outcome of the contest in 
Court with eagerness, especially since the 
matter has entered the political realm. 


THE PF.I80N INVESTIGATION. 


The teat in Ohio of tho constitutionality 
of what is known as the “ Scott L aw ” is 
attracting attention throughout the Union. 
The hearing cf the argument is set for to­ 
day. Its principles have been put in issue in 
a political campaign ju6t opening in the 
Buckeye State, 
A sketch of its features 
will therefore be of interest. 
The first 
section declares that the business of traffick­ 
ing in intoxicating liquors shall be annu­ 
ally aiseased, and each person carrying it 
on shall pay to the county, for each place, 
$200 per year, and for malt and vinous 
liquors $100. 
The assessment by Section 
2 becomes a lien upon the realty where 
the liquor is sold, and no one shall sell 
liquor upon land not owned by him with­ 
out written consent of the owner, under 
penalty of a fine not exceeding $100 nor 
less than $'2o for each day, with the alter­ 
nativo of imprisonment. 
Section 3 pro­ 
vides the method of assessing, and for re­ 
fusal to furnish the Asacseor with proper 
information, the penalty is au iuorease of 
the assessment to § 3 7 5 ; and for selling 
spirituous liquors after reporting intention 
to sell malt liquors, tho assessment shill 
be raised to $250. 
Sections 4 and 5 pre­ 
scribe the system of making up the assess­ 
ment rolls and cf collecting the taxes 
Section C defines what “ trafficking ’’ shall 
mean, and excludes the filling of physi­ 
cians1 certificates and salej for mechanical, 
pharmaceutical or sacramental purposes, 
and it does not include the manufacture of 
liquors and the sale by tbe manufacturer 
iu quantities of one gallon or more at one 
time. 
Section 7 directs the segregation 
to funds of the money collected for liquor 
ta x es; aud Section 8 provides for giv* 
ing notice of 
tho first collections and 
of 
tho 
enforcement of 
the law. 
Sec­ 
tion 9 prohibits soles except by druggists 
upon prescriptions, ou Sunday, and closes 
all saloons on that day, and tho bars of 
all hotels and restaurants. 
The section 
gives also to cities power “ to regulate, re­ 
strain and prohibit ale, beer and porter 
houses and all places of resort for tippling 
and intemperance. 
But if any municipal 
corporation shali prohibit- ale, beer and 
porter houses, a ratable proportion of the 
tax paid by the proprietors thereof for the 
unexpired portion of the year shall be re­ 
turned to such proprietors." 
Section 10 
prohibits the sale of liquor to minors with­ 
out consent of the parent or guardian, aud 
tales to those “ in the habit of getting in­ 
toxicated,” or who are at the tima intoxi­ 
cated. under penalty of a fine cf from $25 
to $100, and imprisonment from five to 
thirty days. 
It will thus be ecea that this 
famous law, about which there is so much 
excitement, is by no means a severe meas­ 
ure, 
It simply provides a very ordinary 
tax, one not so high by half as is cow laid 
in the form of a license fee in a large 
number of placea in the country ; it elosee 
dram shopt on Sunday ; give* to citiea the 
rigfct to legislate on the scljc^ct, and pre­ 
vents ealee to micors and drunkards. 
It ia 
by no means the formidable law that baa 
been supposed, and why tho liquor dealers 
of Ohio should resent it so strencoualy is 
somewhat puyzHcg. 
Probably the clause 
conferricg on cities the right to prohibit 
alarma them most. 
B et no city can exer­ 
cise this privilege except the people are in 
a strong majority who favor prohibitive 


legislation. 
The law is to bd tested at 
once, and is now ic Caurt ©n these points 
of 
objection taken by its 
opponent* : 
That it is in violation of the rights • 
guaranteed by t ’ e Fed» ral Constitution I 
and the Csiiftitetxtfa of Ohio ; it teroáa to t 
fmnair tho obligation of con tacts beswexa j 


THE HE i TED TERM. 


In the Sacramento valiey there has now 
been a brief period of extreme heat, ac­ 
companied by a strong, desiccating north 
wind. 
But the maximum temperature in 
Sacramento on the 5th was but 90 9 \ while 
in San Francisco, with all its bay and 
ocean breezes, it was 95®. 
In a humid at­ 
mosphere 95' is equal to 105s in the dry 
atmosphere of Sacramento. 
A t San Fran­ 
cisco the people suffer more with heat when 
the thermometer ia SO than Sacramentaos 
do with the mercury up to 95’, because a 
mciat atmosphere when heated is, as all 
know, so very much inore oppressive than 
a dry one. 
The San Francisco Call says 
that the 5th inst. there was the warmest 
day except two since lb49. 
The people 
certainly must suffer greatly with heat 
when a 
San 
Francisco paper can be 
brought to mention that it ia a hot day. 
The Bay papers, aé a rule, find out all 
about the heat of the valley sections, and 
a good deal mere of it than valley residents 
do, but are loth to give to the public any 
account of the temperature of their own 
city. 
Sacramento, whiqh the ordinary 
coast resident takes particular delight ic 
pointing out as so oppressively warm, has 
in truth suffered a great deal of misrepre­ 
sentation cn that acore, as the Signal Ser­ 
vice thermometrical register Bhows. 
Take 
the 5th inst. as a sample day, when the 
heat here gave a register of less than 9L, 
while at Napa it was 100', Santa Cruz 10C, 
Alameda 106°, Oakland 100', Salinas 101’, 
San .Jose from 9G° to 108°, Marysville 97°, 
Sonoma 103c, Santa Bosa 102®, San Fran­ 
cisco 91' to 95°. 
Of courae these are exceptional records, 
but so is extreme heat here, though there 
is a higher general temperature in summer 
in the Sacramento valley than on the 
coaat. 
But the mean temperature at this 
city for the summer months is by no meana 
high, and speaks in the most positive 
terms of the equability, of this climate. 
The 
highest 
mean 
temperature 
for 
June between 1853 aud 1882, inclusive, 
was 77 (1853); the highest for July was 
80(1854); August, 70 (1860). 
The mean 
temperature for June for the twenty-nine 
years has been 70.S ; July, 73 3 ; August, 
71.0, and the mean for the whole period 
71 8. 
The highest mean temperature of 
summer months was that of 1865, when it 
was recorded as 74.S. 
In 1877, on the 
12th of July, the thermometer in Sacra­ 
mento for a short time registered 103, and 
was 95 for two days in August and 98 on 
one day in September. 
It touched 91 in 
May, 1S78, once; 99Jun e20ch : OS June 
27 th, reaching 
100.5 August 12&h. 
In 
1879 it was 91 on the 31sfc of May, 100 on 
the 2d of June and the 31st of July, and 
103 on the 1st of August. 
Iu 18S0 the 
highest thermometer was on the 4th and 
5th of September, when 92 was registered. 
In 1881, on the 231 of July, it toached 9S, 
and on the 14th of September 90.1. 
In 
18S2 it reached 99.8 August 10th. 
These 
were the exceptionally warm days, all suc­ 
ceeded by cool nights. 
Ic will be profita­ 
ble to note that in these years the mean 
temperature for the eummer was not high, 
for in 1877 it was but 73.5; 1878, 72 9; 
1870, 72.9; 1SS0, 09.1 ; 1881, GS.5 ; 1882, 
71.1. 
It will thus be seen that Sacra­ 
mento and its vicinity has a record as to 
temperature in which it may take a rea­ 
sonable degree of pride, and that it is by 
no means one of such heat ss is popularly 
supposed.

THE 
GOVERNOR’S 
TRIBUNAL. 


In the phenomenal proceeding now going 
on at the Capitol, where the Governor, 
aided by the counsels of a Judge, is en­ 
deavoring to ascertain whether he has a 
right to proceed with an inquiry into the 
conduct of certain officials, a point has been 
raised, which on the 221 of May we sug­ 
gested as one of the chief questions in the 
matter. 
The Constitution provides that 
“ the Governor shall have power to remove 
either of the Directors (of the State Prison) 
for misdemeanor, incompetencr or neglect 
of duty, after an opportunity to be heard 
upon written charges.” 
It occurred to us 
then that it was a very interesting ques­ 
tion to determine whether this constitu­ 
tional provision is self-executing. 
Having 
declared that a hearing shall be had, that 
written charges .shall be preferred, it íb at 
once suggested to tho mind that the method 
of procedure for the ascertainment cf the 
facts was not provided for, and that legis­ 
lation might be necessary to establish the 
method before the clause could be made 
effective. 
There is no disposition to crit­ 
icise tho case pending the argument of the 
various objections taken to the Governor’s 
tribuna1, but the point raised is one to 
whicn particular attention should be given, 
and as it ia of considerable public interest, 
it may therefore very 
properly engage 
public consideration. 
It is by no means 
one-sided, and is capable of dividing of 
creditable authorities.

ARGUMENT OF 
HON. W. K. BEdBE ON 
THE BEiIUSB.EE. 


The Question of the Jurisdiction of the 
Commission Submitted and Taken 
Under Advisement. 


The hf aring of tae caarges against the Stats 
Prison Directors—Cbapmao, iNeff, McNutt 
and Schell—was resumed yesterday mornicg 
by Governor Sloneman snd Judge Wallace. 
Ex Senator W. H. Sear.-, 012 behalf of the 
Directors, opened by sn argument cn the 
question of jurisdiction. 
The following is 
the 
fii’EECH OF HON. W. H. SfiARfi. 
Mr. Seai*—If the Court plea-e : During the argu­ 
ment yesterday, counsel for tbe people replied to 
some rerr.ark l»v Ju-ige Darwin in retard to there 
being some political complexion connnected with 
this proceeding. 
I ce*ire to say one word, and 
woald not mention it were it not that it calls for a 
reply, because the matter is entirely outside of the 
record of the case. I think couus-1 for tbe people 
said that this Court could do nothing worse than 
what was embodied In tbe report of tho special 
Commission appointed by Governor Perkin», and 
that in the Directory the minority' of the people 
were r. it represented. Now, when the proper time 
comes in the proceeding iu this case to introduce 
our testimony, we may show to the satisfaction of 
this Court, and of counsel 0:1 the other side, that 
the Executive of tbe Slate did take the necessary 
steps to have the minority represented. It is our 
deiire to keep, in the argument as well as ia the 
whole conduct of the case, strictly within its record, 
for when a person travels outside of the record it is 
almost & eure sisru that he has got no argument 
within the record. 
Counsel upon the other side, representing the 
people, dwelt at length upon the question of in­ 
competency. While he admitted that mcompetency 
is uot charged in this proceeding, ana is not 0 part 
of Ihe record, yet to show that the Superior Courts 
had no jurisdiction over the question of incom­ 
petency, ho referred to that to &how that this 
Court had original jurisdiction iu thiscisc 
Now, 
there have been many eases in our Courts, where 
the question of incompetency of the eltieeholder has 
been determined and adjudicated. Theie -re many 
officers that require certain qualifications to make 
them 
competent 
to 
fill 
an 
office. 
For 
instance, 
a 
Superior 
Judge ; 
the 
Con­ 
stitution 
requires 
that he shall 
have 
been 
admitted t j practice in the Supreme Court of the 
State. Now euppose the people had elected a Su­ 
perior Judge who had nut been admitted to the Su 
preme Court cf tbe ‘¿cate, dots counsel contend 
that a writ oí quo warrant* would n t lie 10 tesst 
the competency of that Superior Judge? Most aa- 
surediy it would. Tnere are other officers that re­ 
quire curtain qualificat 009. Take the Harbor Com­ 
missioners. 'ihe law requires that they shall not be 
interested in any vessels among other thing#, in or­ 
der to render them cumjiotent to fill the office. In 
the fourteenth California, iu the cisc of the ap­ 
pointment of a pilot, that question is there de­ 
termined. It, is the case of Palmer against Wood­ 
bury. it is a cose where, in order for a person to be 
competeut to fill the position of a pilot, that he 
should be a citizen of tne United States ; that he 
should be 21 yeirs old, and that he ha3 served on 
board of a pilot boat for a term of two years xn the 
harbor of San Francisco. The Pilot Commissioners 
appointed a man as pilot who had not served that 
length of time, and therefore he was incompetent, 
and an action .vas brought in the District Court to 
remove him from office, upon the ground of his not 
having served two year?as required by law. In that 
case tbe Court say (I read fr«»m the sylLbus) : 
“ No appointing power m this State can deter­ 
mine conclusively upon the capacity of the ap­ 
pointee to hold office. That question may be 
examined in the Courts." 
Thu ground of this decision is that Woodbury wa9 
ineligible to this place because he hai not served 
for two years 011 board a pilot boat. On the trial iu 
the District Court, the Court dismissed the com­ 
plaint upon the ground that the facts, if proven, 
would not entitle the plaintiff to recover, and the 
Supreme Court reversed that decision. 
So in this case. If the Governor of the Stite had 
appointed a man Prison Director who was uot a 
citizen when the law requires him to be a citizen, it 
would be incompetency, and an action would lie to 
remove him on that ground. The definition of in- 
competcncy in Abbott’s Law Dictionary says: “ Not 
able, not competent. Can't act with legal efficacy.” 
Webster says : “ No legal fitness nor competency.” 
Counsel yesterday dwelt upon the theory that in­ 
competency refers only to mental incompetency. 
He referred to lunacv; lunacy seemed to be running 
in bis mind. 
We are not surprised at that from 
tbe position he ha? taken in this case. But there 
arc various other disqualifications. 
It means a 
legal disqualification more than mental. 
While 
there may be legal and inoral and mental incom- 
petencv, and psrtapj physical incompetency, we 
claim that any one of tncse off jnses, if such they 
m \y be called, could be tried arddetcrmided by one 
of the Superior Courts of the State. 
Now, in regard to t.he distribution of powers 
Judge Darwin lias gone over this question very 
thoroughly. He has almost cxhau>ted the argu­ 
ment in relation to that, but counsel 01 the ether 
side dwelt specially on Article III., Section t, which 
reads: 
“ The powers of the Government of the State of 
California shall be divided into three separate de­ 
partments—the legislative, executive and judicial; 
and 110 persons charged with the exercise of powers 
properly belonging to oue of the?e departments 
shall exercise any functions apj»ertainiug to either 
of the others, except as in the Constitution express­ 
ly directed or permitted.” 
Counsel for tbe people claim that this is the only 
exception, that found in Section 10 of the Constitu­ 
tion. Tne old Constitution hail precisely the sume 
language that the new one has. It is not changed 
in a letter. And what did it mean in ihe old Con­ 
stitution 7 Why, it referred most assuredly to the 
Court of impeachment, the Senate of the State. 
That was the exception, and they added nothing 
farther. 
" Properly belonging to one of these depart- 
mants." Now does not the examination of this case 
properly belong to the judicial department ? What 
authority has this Court to exercise the various 
powers under our Codes to give protection to the 
Prison Directors in this case i You have to sub­ 
pern witnesses from afar. 
What power haj this 
Court to compel a witness to attend here from a 
distance - beyond the thirty-mile boundary? Sup­ 
pose the> refuse to come. Can this Court commit a 
witness? Most aseurediy not. Can this Court icsue 
an order for a Comnrsdon to take the depositions 
of those witnesses ? 1 have my doubts about that. 
And uniers this Court as organized can exercise and 
call to its aid the necessary provieions of the Codes 
of this State which throw protection around the 
citizen and give him what, under the laws, may be 
required for hia protection, then this Court is uot 
competent to hear and etiermine this cisc. I don’t 
think that the counsel h r tho people will claim that 
this Court can txercisc those functions under our 
Codes, that it can exercise ail the func iona of a 
Court, because there is no machinery provided for 
such exercise. 
Article IV., Section 7, cf the Constitution says: 
“ Each house shall chose its officers, and judge tf 
the qualifications and returns * i its members.” 
Iu ldfi'h speaking of this question of competency, 
the people of the district cjtnposed of ban Mateo 
county and a j>ortion of San Francisco elected Mr. 
Destya Senator to the S mate of this State. His 
cise was cxiuniued into by the Senate, sitting with 
judicial powers. It wis shown conclusively that he 
was not a citizen of the United Mates, that he was 
wholly incompetent to fill that portion, a\d there­ 
fore he was removed from office. Tnat is a Court 
provided for in the Constitution. 
There is another question that comes to my mind 
in the discussion of this case, and it ia this: That 
this Court, as organized, is called upon to 
uoon 
the constitutioua.ity of that section of our Const*, 
tution. You arc called upon to construe our Con­ 
stitution, a duty ard prerogative which certainly 
belongs exclusively to our C-.urts, according to our 
republican government. You aro called upon to 
decide whether or lo you have got the constitu­ 
tional jurisdiction in this case, and you must deter­ 
mine that bv passing upon Article X of the Constitu­ 
tion. We nave tried every way in cur power to 
bring this case into the Courts. We have made the 
offer to counsel for the people that if they won d 
transfer this action into any Superior Court in the 
State, we care cot which one it might bo, we would 
waive any question of jurisdiction, we would waive 
any question of service or time, íl o-d»:r that this 
might be xdjud cated in a Court of justice in the 
State upon ita merits. 
V%'e n.vke the proposition to 
them now. 
Mr. Flournoy—Do ycz think you car- give juris­ 
diction to 0 Court by consent? 
Mr. Sears—We will make up a cose wherein the 
Court can have jurisdiction. 
Mr. Floum v —1 ask you aa a lawyer. Can you 
do it 
No. 
Mr. Scare—We wlL make up a case and go to tho 
Supreme Court, and let the Supreme Court decide 
this question of Jorlad ic. ion. We claim thai the 
Superior Courts have got jiiri^dicii->n, and they 
a! r»e. The question of jurisdiction in these cas» 
has been decided many rimes. The case * f Mark?, 
in the 45th Californi i. He was tried for mise nduci 
in office. There ia the coja of Kirkpatrick, the 
Sheriff of San Francisco. We have numerous in­ 
stances where the Superior Court? have taken juris­ 
diction, but I defy toe gentleman to find a prece­ 
dent or decisi n in any htate of this Union where a 
Cocrt ha? been organized aa this on , with the Ex­ 
ecutive as Judge, to try a person cbar.ed with a< y 
criuinal cffer.so. Mv K»rmd associate states that 
perhaps I did not make it clear in that proposition 
to make up a case to tes-t the jurisuict ou of tbe 
Executive, ait:ing as a Court, t » try and determine 
the case. 
We propose to irake up a case, 
and make it clear and complete, to there can be no 
question about it, and submit this matter to the 
fiapreme Court to determine whether the Executive 
can sit as a Court and try and determine the 
question of misconduct, competency or neglect of 
outy of tte S ate Prison Direct» rs. Article VI., 
Secriou 5, of the Constitution of California say*: 
“ T »e Sup;-ior Court shall hare original jurisdic­

acquitted shall nevertheless be liable to indictment, 
trial atid punishment according to 1-w. AU other 
civil <Meer* shall be tried for misdemeanor in Qjfiet 
in such manner as the Legislature may provide. ” 
Now tbe Legiolaiure has provide! a fair and per­ 
fect manner for the trial of these casts. It is pro­ 
vided in Section 772 of the Penal Code, and also in 
the Statutes of 1673-4. It was admitted by counsel 
for the people yeaterday that this is a new proceed­ 
ing—to lose his own language, “ an unheard-of pro­ 
ceeding.” When the Courts provide laws bv which 
tbrse Directors may be tried for the offense charged 
here—mud if there is any doubt wbeut it, why uot 
give our theory of government, and the custcin of 
ages as cid U9 the Government itself—why not give 
them the benefit of the doubt, and let the Courts 
try and determine this ciee? In case of doubt or 
ambiguity, our theory of government should pre­ 
vail, and the Gmrts try this cose. 
i wish to call the attention of the Court to a pro­ 
vision iu tbe Virginia Constitution that this Cou-ti- 
tution has adopted, and i believe every Constitution 
in the Union contains it. That Constitution was 
adopted June 12, 1776. It is the oldest among the 
M ats' before the Declaration of Independence 
It 
reads: 
“ iho Legislative, Executive and Judicial shall 
be separate and distinct, so that neither shall ex-r 
cise the powers properly belo ging to either of the 
others; nor ehail any person exercise the powers of 
more than one of them at the same time." 
This Constitution of Virginia was amended and 
re Adopted in 
and iu tbat convention Chief 
Justice Marshall was a member, and this original 
provision was allowed to st^nd unchauged. There­ 
fore I claim that this is a fundamental principle of 
this Government, and of the -tatea, that the depart­ 
ments are divided into judicial, executive and legis­ 
lative, and that neither o*n encroach upon the juris­ 
diction or functions of the other. The Constitution 
itself, after giving the distribution of powers, 
then 
goes to woik an i divides 
the 
depart­ 
ments, 
and 
gives 
them 
their 
jurisdiction. 
It fays what the jurisdiction of the judicial depart­ 
ment shall be, and defines tbe Court?. 
It says also 
in Article V , Section 1, what the powers of the 
Executive are. It says he shall be styled “ the 
Governor of the State t i California.” 
If I may be 
allowed a word here, during all of this argument 
here, he has been called “ His Excellency.” Th»t 
has grated harshly upon my feelings. 
It hi3 too 
much 01 the sound of royalty. 
It sounds too much 
like “ His Hiiihne»,’ and I ask to be excused from 
using it. 
1 like tho simple name cf Governor. 
Referring farther to the Executive department, 
Section 7, “ Ho shall seo that the laws are faithfully 
executed.” 
You are endowed with great powers. 
You may call upon the militia of the State to en­ 
force tbe laws. You may go furihir and call upon 
the 
army 
of

to assist

in the law» of this State which gives you any au 
thcrity to sitas a Court and construe the laws c f 
tbe State or the Constitution of tbe State.

be heard upon written charges ” Now that provision 
dote not say that these charges shall be preferred 
before the Governor. By no means. It does not 
say that tbe Governor ghaU hear tue?e charges. But 
it gives him tbe mandatory power to remove the 
1> rectors for these various offenses. These < barges

They don’t 
belong to the Executive Departme.it. And to sub­ 
stantiate that doctrine we have only to r.;ad Section 
5, which says that the Legislature shall pass such 
laies as maybe necessary to carry into effect the 
provisions of this article ; and tbe Legislature, in 
the exercise of its wili under this Constitution, and 
since it was adopted, have enacted Section 772 of 
our Penal Code, under which theee Directors can 
be tried and removed from office for these offenses. 
We claim also thut under the Fourteenth Amend­ 
ment of the United States we are denied tho equal 
protection of the law in this proceeding. 
The 
Fourteenth Amendment reads as follows: 
‘ Xo ¿State shall make or enforce any law which 
shall abridge the privileges or immunities of citi­ 
zens of the United States ; nor shall any State de­ 
prive any person of life, liberty or property, with­ 
out due process of law, nor deny to any person 
within its jurisdiction the equal protection of the 
lates.'1 
If this Court has not the power to throw around 
these Prison Directors aU of the protection wnicb 
the codes of this State give to them, to wit, the 
right of trial by jury, tbe right to be confronted 
with their witnesses, the right tJ compel witnesses 
to testify, and all those other functions of a Court, 
then I say tbat this Court In trying and determining 
this case u< denying to these citizens the equal pro- 
tec tion of the law, aud tnat this State, by its Cornu- 
tution&l Convention could not pass a law iu conflict 
with this fourteenth amendment. 
If it has, it is 
void. 
What ia a misdemeanor? Section 176 of the Penal 
Code reads thus : “ Every willful omission to per 
form any duty enjoined by law upon any public of­ 
ficer, or p¿rsou ho.Uing any public trust or employ 
meut, wuere no special prov eían shall have been 
made for the punishment of such delinquency, is 
punishable as a misdemeanor.” 
These Directors are charged here with an omission 
to perform an official duty, l'uat, under the Penal 
Code, is a misdemeanor, aud a misdemeanor isa 
crime. Counsel for the people, in his argument, 
admitted that if this was a criminal prococdiug the 
Governor would have 110 jurisdiction. 
Mr. Flournoy—No sir; i didn’t make any such ad­ 
mission. There are no crimes charged in this cjui- 
plaint. Tbe Governor can't put a man in San 
Quentin. .Some other Court will have to attend to 
tnat. 
.\ir. Sears—Now the first specification reads as 
follows : “ Tho report of said Directors to the late 
Governor George C. rorkms e>aibits in the tabu 
lated statement of tbe Clerk at JSan Quentin an ex­ 
penditure fur the fiscal year ending June 50, 1861, 
011 account < f prison improvements and general ex­ 
pense, of $SS,12$ 85, which statement was aud is 
fa'se and fraudulent, in that no such sum was ever 
expended as therein btated, and tne fact that such 
statement was false and fraudulent could easily have 
been ascertained by said Directors, aud is hereby 
charged to have beeu known to them.”

The same language exists 111 our Constitution 
as applies to the Prison Directors.

That is to say, he cau 
ho d no judicial office, uor the office of Senator or 
member of the Assembly. And so of Senators and 
members of tbe Assembly—they can hold no judi­ 
cial or executive offices comprised within the exe­ 
cutive and judicial de artaients, a* dtfined in Arti­ 
cles 5 and »!. In kbert, the third article of the Con­ 
stitution nuans that tne powers of the State Gov­ 
ernment—uot tbe local government thereafter to I e 
created by the Legislature—shall be divided jato 
three departments; and tbat the members of oue 
department shall have no part in or the manage­ 
ment oi the affairs of either of the 
other 
departments,

In the earlier periods of English history, the 
King actually presided iu Aula Regia—the rude 
Court of the times—and, iu per? n, d clared tbe 
law as well as executed 1L This possession of the 
power to both declare and execute the law, by the 
same department of the Government, led t > frequent 
abuses, with which tbe framsre of the American 
Constitution were familiar, and against which they 
therefore sought to provide u safeguard by separat­ 
ing the judicial from the executive and legielathc 
powers, so far a? it cou.d be done without stripping 
either of tbe latter of such judicial powers as are 
indispensable to the prop* r and efficient working of 
their own moro appropriate functions. Hence tbe 
rule that there should oe one department to make 
the law, one to declare the law, and another to exe­ 
cute the lavs; and to secure, so far as possible, all the 
advantages of such a rule, the further rule tb¿t each 
department should be composed of different ]ier- 
sons, or—which amounts to tbe same thing—tnat 
persons vested with the functions of one of the d •- 
partmente should not exercise tbe function? of 
either of tho others, excel t in cases expressly di- 
recie l or permitted in the Constitution itself. 
In the case uf Wcytnwn vs. Southard, the decision 
is delivered by Chief Justice Marshall, and ia very 
elaborate on this question of the distribution of 
powers. H e 8?i}8: ‘ The difference between the 
depart.TQen’s undoubtc ly is, tho Legislature make?, 
the Executive executes and the Juuiciary construes 
the law." 
I wish to refer you also to tha Debates in Con­ 
gress in the cose of Jonathan Robbins, where he 
was surrendered under the extradition treaty to the 
British Government. Tbe arzument made by Chief 
Justice Marshal] on that occasion hss been in s titu ­ 
tional authority from that day to thid. Ii is in most 
of the text books. Judge story refers to it in this 
language : “ It separates the Executive from the 
Juuicia* power by a lin« so distinct aud a distinction 
so wise that all approve it.” 
There is one brunch of this case that has not been 
touched up-jo directly by Judge Darwin, and it ia 
this : Whether or no the provision in Section 10 is 
seif-L securing. Whether it operates of itself, inde­ 
pendent of aaiy legislative action, or whether it re- 
qnires legislation to put it m force. I claim that 
the flret part of the provision, which gives the Gov­ 
ernor power to remove, may not require any legir- 
lalive action, but the balance of it does r. quire 
legislation to put it in force. In the L9th C¿., the 
People vs. Sacramento county, our Supreme Court 
there defined ibeaifierencebeiwreu aa&if-execative 
provision cf tbe Constitution and one which re­ 
quire* legbhitive enactment. 
In the forty filth Texas reports, page *265, in the 
cote of Auetm re. the Railroad Company, the Cjuil 
says : ** In our opinion, however, the sounder con­ 
clusion is, th*t where there is a grant of power in 
the Constituíioc to a department of government, 
or to a constitutional or statutory officer or tii- 
bu’:a*, without defining the manner an<l form ou or 
by which it is to be exercised and carried into effect, 
tbe Legislature may legitimately prescribe reasona­ 
ble ruies by which this may be done. And though 
*uch power may not betaken away by tbe Legisla 
tare, and rhould it f *il or refuse to legislate to as to 
provide for the efficient use and exercise of the 
power, tbe department, officer or tribunal to vhom 
i; is dtlfgited might p- mibiy act in accordant with 
its own discretion, yet woen the Legislature has 
made reasonable and appropriate pr vision* for it? 
proper exer -ise, it should and will be exercised in 
conforwizty with such E»rovisi<HL" 
Apply cx this doctrine to our case, if the Legis­ 
lature had foiled to provide tbe necessary law# to 
carry it into effect, then perhaps the Governor 
might cx*T«*se that power. But the Legislature, 
hsvit.g provided the remedy ur.icr Section 772, oi 
cour e it takes it away frym the executive.

precedent? Marna Chart* was wrung from that 
mt ralees áe«pot by an outraged and oppressed peo­ 
ple in 1215. Will the Executive of this free jieotde 
follow counsel in his giddy flight back war J into the 
dark, deepoiicages of ovtrwx hundred years to find 
a precedent for this unheard of proceeding ? 
If so, 
I fear it wiii be considered a usurpation of power 
unwarranted by aay theory or cus'om of republican 
government. A division of department» into three 
co-ordinate branches of government, independent of 
each other, was the funuameutal principle which 
controlled the Fathers. They engrafted it into all 
of the Uon»titutions, 
and 
be 
who attempts 
to disturb it violates the 
tradition? of the 
nation, and strikes a blow at 
civil liberty. 
The hcroe?, statesmen and jurist» who organized 
and established this republic were unbelievers in 
the “ divine right of kings.” They abfco:red des­ 
potic power, but cherished personal liberty, and ele­ 
vated the rights of man, aud around tboee right» 
they placed these safeguards bv a division of pow­ 
ers. Suppose our Constitution had said, “ The Gov­ 
ernor 6ball have the power to execute a murderer 
after an opportuuity to be heard ui>on written 
charges." Would the counsel for the people claim 
that the Executive could try him : that the Gov­ 
ernor could sit a? a Court and pass sentence a**.d 
then execute it ? If power can be given to th» Ex­ 
ecutive to try and determine by judicial process any 
person for the crime of “ misconduct in office," he 
may do so for a greater crime. Tbe degree of 
the crime cannot affect the question of jurisdiction. 
The more we resolve this question in our mind, 
the more monstrous it sjenw. 
We shall wait with 
deep anxiety the decision 0» the Executive in this 
case, and hope that he will conform to the estab­ 
lished ruies • f American jurisprude ce; ripened 
with age, given to us by Marshal*, Story* and other 
eminent jurists, which is embellished by their pure 
thought, and made inflexible by their learning and 
wisdom, around wh:ch there clusters a hallowed 
reverence in the heart of every American citizen, 
and which is the admiration of the people of other 
countries. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Sears’ argument, Col­ 
onel Flournoy replied by* stating that counsel had 
simply argued that the Legislature in enacting Sec­ 
tion 772 cf the Penal Code, hod taken from the 
Governor the pawer to perform a constitutional 
duty. He read a Texas decision referred to by Mr. 
Sear*, in which it was laid down th rt no jvjwsr 
could deprive an official of a constitutional duty, 
ami ia the absence of a law to guide him the said 
official had a right to exercise his own discretion. 
It was absurd to talk about carrying this matter 
into the Superior Court. 
The idea that a Court 
could he asked to take testimony without the powv r 
to enter a Judgment, degree or order, was absurd. 
He could talk about the point made a long whi.e, 
but there was nothing whatever in it. 
A. L Hart closed the argument for the defense. 
He said the interpretation placed uoon this consti­ 
tutional provision by counsel for the people was to 
confer 011 the Governor the power to pre'er chargee 
again9t the Prison Directors, to try and determine 
the charge», and then to execute them. 
Th:9 was 
bleuding the legislative, judicial and executive 
power». All the traditions of the party to which 
Flournoy belonged, be said, were opposed to such a 
construction. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Hart’s argument, the 
Commission tsok a recess until 10 s. m. to-day, inti­ 
mating that at that hour a written decision on the 
demurrer would be filed.

8ACR AlffEHTO. 


To speak of this city for the ps3t few days 
as cod Sacramento would seem like a para­ 
doxical 
expression, but when this city s 
weather is compared with other p.acea on the 
coast it becomes true. 
The maximum tem­ 
perature in Sacramento on Tuesday waa 36°, 
and yesterday 98 5°. 
From die pitches re­ 
ceived at the R e c o r d -L’ m o x office the tem ­ 
perature in vxrious places throughout the 
State is learned, as follows : Cloverdale, 110°; 
Sonoma, 108°; Centerville, 106°; Santa Rosa, 
102°; Petaluma, 101°; St. Helena, 102°; San 
Jose, 102°; Napa. 100°; Santa Cruz, 100°; Sa­ 
linas, 
101°; 
Oskland, 
100°; 
Alameda, 
102°; 
M arysville, 
102°; 
Visalia, 
103°; 
Davirville, 101°; Folsom, 100°; 
Stockton, 
99°. 
In San Francisco the Signal Service 
barometer, in a cool and well ventilated 
place, registered 95°, while on the streets and 
in offices the temperature varied from 92° to 
100°. 
Some cf the a-phaltum sidewalks be­ 
came so soft from the ray» of the tun that 
pedestrians were compelled to move in the 
middle of the streets. 
A rumor has reached 
this city that the sua's rays reflscied from 
th? water* of the bay at the end of Long 
wharf, Osklaad, so intensified the heat that 
the anchor of a vessel m ored to the wharf 
began :o melt, and went into the water d{if>, 
drip, drip, during the afternoon yesterday. 
The heat throughout the State is something 
unprecedented for this season of the year, 
and in m aty places has n e v r been exceeded 
in any sea-on. 
Sergeant Harwich, from the 
records of the Signal Service * ifi :e, has pre­ 
pared the following regarding the present and 
past hot w either: 
The north wind, like the P'Kir and nesdy, 
we f i l l have wi-h us, for it has teen blowing 
rteadi'y from the north-northwest for the 
past sixty hours, while a; 8 P. si. it was 
piering over this 
station 
at tho rate of 
eleven miles pt-r hour, During the sixty hours 
the wind has been blowing from tfce north 
and northwest there has been the large 
amount of 1,017 miles of moist-consuming 
and heat-producing wind pissing over this 
city, making an aversge rate of sixteen m ilts 
per hour during the sixty hcu:s cf continu­ 
ity, reaching a máximum velocity of about 
thirty-one miles per hour. 
This north wind 
has continued so long now that the dryness 
of 
it 
is 
more 
and 
more perceptibly 
felt during each end every hour of its con­ 
tinuance, for the relative amount of mcisPire 
in the atmosphere on the moriciog of the 4th 
at the 4 a m. ob erv&tion, at the commence­ 
ment of the norther, was 93 per cent, of sat­ 
uration, allowing 1GU per c-nt. for complete 
saturation, going down to 34 per cent, at 4 p. 
M. same day (4th). 
Now at the 4 A. M. ob­ 
servation ■ f the 5th the relative amount cf 
moisture was only 47 per cent.—very little 
more than it was at the 4 r. M. observation 
of the 4th ; while on the 6;h, at the 4 A. si. 
observation, the relative amount of ¡moisture 
was 55, an incrcEae of 8 per cent, over the 4 
A. si observation of the 5th. but going down 
at 4 P, si. of the 6 h to ‘28 per cant., the 
liw est ainouDt recorded during the blow. 
It 
has baen said by persons well informed 
that the drying winds of California come 
directly from the north ; but I must say that 
my experience from actual observation leads 
me to say and believe that the direct north­ 
west wind is somewhat dryer than the direct 
ncrth wind, as deduced from the anomcscope 
or wind vane in use at the U nited States 
Signal Office in this city, which is adjusted to 
the true meridian, while common or ordinary 
wind vanes are not. 
In nearly or quite all 
of my observations of the wind’s direction 
leads me to think that they increase in dry­ 
ness from the southwest to the northwest, 
and slightly incresses in moisture to the 
north, and more rapidly as they veer to the 
easterly point cf the compass, which is a point 
tbat is recorded a very few times in the 
conrse of the taking of the 1,825 observation, 
during the twelve calendar mouth* tbat go to 
make up the year of 365 days. 
I, for one, 
must say that I feel more buoyant and have 
lees of that tired feeling cr one of lassitude 
that ¡3 so often felt on a hot day with a 
southerly breeze. 
It 
reminds one very 
forcibly of the drying, but bracing, hot south­ 
west winds of Colorado. 
I have often seen 
the difference between the temperature of the 
air and the temperature of tho wet bulb ther­ 
mometer (or a thermometer wboee bulb ie 
kept constantly wet all the time), so great 
that the relative humidity or relative amount

The first occurred in August, 1879, when the 
thermometer only fell to 7o degrees, and Ihe 
night cf June 5th and (ith it fell to 71.5 de­ 
grees.

The examination of Salvator Troai. charged 
with the murder of his wife near Galt on the 
22i of February, 1882, waa commencsd at 11 
o’clock A. u. yaaterday before 3. C. Tubba, 
Justice of the Peace* 
The accrued api aared 
in Court with hia counsel, N . Greene Curfís, 
H . L . Buckley and S, Solcn HolL 
District 
Attorney John T. Carey conducted the prose­ 
cution. 
The witnesses 
were called 
and 
answered to their names, with the exception 
of Petero Carrillo and .Joseph W alton. 
The 
Diatrict Attorney stated to the Court that he 
bad caused diligent search to be made for 
those parties, and that the officers were now 
searching for them. 
That Petero Ciirrii’o, 
who wzb one of the most important witut#&e* 
in the case, had been heard of a few óays 
since at Foieom* 
That aa near as could be 
aecertained he had left that place one day 
last week, stating to some friends that he was 
going to visit some Italians in Yolo county. 
H e bad no doubt but that the officers would 
be able to find him within a few day*, and 
that he was not willing to proceed with the 
case until every means to secure his attend­ 
ance in Court was exhausted. 
The officers so 
far, he stated, bad been unable to find any 
trace of .Joseph W alton, but he had learned 
that relatives of W alton reaided in the city, 
and he had no doubt but tbat the offiers would 
within a day or so be able to fiEd him, 
Mr. Curtid objected to any postponement 
and demanded an immediate examination. 
H e afterwards suggested that the examina­ 
tion of the w it c h e s present be proceeded 
with, and then if necessary the case be ad­ 
journed until the witnesses desired by the 
District Attorney could be procured. 
Judge 
H oll objected to any delay as the accused 
was in jail chazged with murder and cot 
allowed bail. 
They were willing to grant the 
request of the District Attorney, provided 
their client W3s admittpd to bail. The Judge 
could release the prisoner cn bail providing 
the D istrict Attorney consented. 
W ithout 
counsel coming to any agreement in the 
matter, the Court took a recess to 1:30 P. M. 
When the Court reconvened the Distric; 
Attorney a*ked for a continuance of the caes 
for one week for the same reasons named by 
him at the morning session. 
Judge H oll objected, claiming that the de­ 
fendant had a legal right to demand an im ­ 
mediate trial. 
The case had been pending 
for over a wetk. 
When a person is impria- 
oned, charged with having committed a high 
crime, it is his right to demand, and he thould 
secure, a speedy trial, and the convenience 
of the District Attorney should not be con­ 
sidered, should cut no figure in the case. 
Carey insisted on hia motion for a post­ 
ponement. 
Under the Code the prosecutijn 
is allowed to make, if they deem it necessary, 
three postponements of two days each. 
Tne 
defense would not consent to & locger delay 
than that allowed by the law, and conse­ 
quently the Court adjourned to 10 o’clock
